Assailants, Called ‘Same Gang That

Arrested in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (UP)—Five Congressmen 
were wounded today by ‘a fusillade of bullets fired into the 
House of Representatives chamber by three Puerto Ricans 
demanding freedom for Puerto Rico. 

Two of the Congressmen—Alvin M. Bentley (Rep.), 
Michigan, and Ben F. Jensen (Rep.), lowa—were reported 
in serious conditiop. Bentley was‘shot in the chest; Jensen 
in the back. 

The others wounded: 

Clifford Davis .(Dem.), Tennessee, wounded in the 
right leg. 

George H. Fallon (Dem,), Maryland, shot in the hip. 

Kenneth A. Roberts (Dem.), Alabama, shot in the leg. 

The assailants—two men and a woman—were seized 
by Capitol spectators, employes and police and taken to po- 
lice headquarters. ; 

The three opened fire with pistols from the publie gal- 


| lery which looks down upon the House floog. They sprayed 
| the chamber from right to left with a barrage estimated at 


| 25 to 30 shots. 


’ House members dived beneath desks and chairs or fled 


from the chamber as bullets whistled through the chamber. 

Seven other suspects were taken into custody. Four of 
them were seized at Union Station only a few blocks from 
the Capitol. Three others were picked.up at the Greyhound 
| bus terminal in downtown Washington.

CARACAS, March 1 ‘AP)— 
The tenth inter-American con- 
ference opened here today with 
chief delegates from 20 Ameri- 
can republics, including United 
States Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, in attendance. 

Venezuelan Foreign Minister 
Aureliano Otanez was unani- 
mously named president of the 


conference on Dulles’s motion | 


at a preliminary session this 
morning. The first plenary ses- 
sion is. scheduled later today, 
with Venezuelan President Mar- 
cos Perez Jimenez extending his 
government’s welcome. 

The inter-American confer- 
ences, called about every five 
years, provide American repub- 
lics with an opportunity to dis- 
cuss mutual problems. The con- 
ference is expected to last three 
to five weeks. 

Dulles, in a _ pre-conference 
statement, told Latin Americans 
the United States program of 
friendship with the other Ameri- 
can states was “the oldest for- 
eign policy of the United States 
and it is still our most solid 
and dependable policy.” 

Security Measures. 

Venezuela took extraordinary 
security measures to prevent a 
recurrence of the rioting at- 
tributed to Communists, in 
which some 1500 persons were 
killed during the last inter- 
American conference, in Bogota, 
Colombia, in April 1948. 

High, well-guarded barbed 
wire fences surrounded subur- 
ban University City where the 
conference’ activities center. 
Guards patrolled the airport at 
Dulles’s arrival with his party 
of 15 experts on Latin America. 
Perez Jimenez sent his own auto- 
mobile, which has bullet-resist- 
ant windows, for Dulles, but 
United States Ambassador 
Fletcher Warren said the special 
protection had not been re- 
quested. 

Dulles’s statement emphasiz- 
ing Washington's friendship

Germans Abstain as 
Delegates of 11 Other 
Countries Vote for 
Unified Army. 


BRUSSELS, March 1 (AP)— 
Socialist leaders from all west- 
ern Eurrope except West Ger- 
many have indorsed the ,pro- 
posed European army as “the 
means to insure Europe’s secur- 
ity.” 

A delegation of the German 
Socialist party abstained yester- 
day when the representatives of 
11 other nations at the European 


conference of the Socialist Inter- 
national adopted a resolution in 
favor of the European Defense 
Community. West German So- 
cialists have led the fight against 
the EDC in their country. 

The Socialist parties blamed 
the failure of the recent Berlin 
conference on Russia. They ar- 
gued, however, tnat negotiations 
be continued to reunify Ger- 
many through free elections. 

Turning to Asian problems, 
the conference called for a po- 
litical settlement in Korea and 
negotiations to end fighting in 
Indochia, It added that a gen- 
eral Far East settlement “will 
necessarily entail’ U.N. member- 
ship for the Chinese Commu- 
nists. 

Delegates at the conference 
were present from Austria, Den- 
mark, France, Britain, West Ger- 
many, Luxembourg, Holland, 
Sweden, Norway, Switzerland, 
Finland and Belgium. 

The EDC resolution adopted 
by the conference said: “In the 
present international situation, 
the conference insists on the 
necessity to reinforce Western 
democracies political; economic 
and defensive solidarity and con- 
sider that all the Socialist parties 
must examine attentively the 
conditions of their participation 
and association, in their respec- 
tive countries, to the European 
Defense Community, which is 
the means to insure Europe’s se- 
curity.” gee 

Resolutions also called for “the 
creation of a European security 
system guaranteeing independ- 
ence to all European nations in- 
cluding those over the Iron Cur- 
tain.” 
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The question of Communism 
did not figure in the debate, 
however. It was mentioned only 
by Toriello as one of the topics 
on the committee’s agenda. 

Toriello has said his country 
does not intend to “take a seat 
on the bench of the accused” at 
the conference. He appeared 
‘confident other Latin American 
countries will heed Guatemala’s 
warning that any declaration 
against that country would be 
eonsidered intervention in its 
internal affairs. 

Only Costa Rica is absent 
from the conference.

The spokesman said no date 
has been set for extending the 
service to other points. Under 
consideration, he said, are a 
Pacific. coast route from San 
Diego to Seattle, another from 
the East to St. Louis, Dallas, 
and Houston, and a third from 
Chicago to St. Louis and New

Leicester Faust, chairman of 
the 1954 American Red Cross 
fund-raising campaign, today 
called on St. Louisans to con- 
tribute generously as the cam- 
paign got undep way with a 
“dutch treat” kick-off breakfast 
at Hotel Jefferson. 

“The simple act of contribut- 
ing to your Red Cross auto- 
matically identifies you with 
each individual act of mercy 
this great organization performs 
everywhere in the world,” Faust 
said in a talk which was broad- 
cast over all St. Louis radio sta- 
tions. 

Faust also directed his re- 
marks to volunteers who will 
begin door-to-door solicitation 
in an effort to reach the 1954 
goal of $1,150,000. 

Important Link in Agency. 

“You are the all-important 
link between the generous con- 
tributor and the Red Cross 
workers,” he said. “You feed, 
shelter. clothe and rebuild 
homes for disaster victims; you 
save lives by helping to vitalize 
a strong blood program, water 
safety, first aid and home nurs- 
ing; you aid the men and women 
in our Armed Forces here and 
overseas; you provide instruc- 
tion, entertainment and family 
contacts to disabled and hos- 
pitalized veterans.” 

Director of Public Service Jo- 
seph P. Sestric represented the 
city at the breakfast. He pointed 
out that the Red Cross belongs 
to the people of St. Louis in a 
special way because “it’s sup- 
ported entirely by your contribu- 
tions and pays enormous humani- 
tarian dividends for every dol- 
lar invested in its varied serv- 
ices.” 

Whitelaw T. Terry, vice chair- 
man of the St. Louis chapter of 


the Red Cross, suggested a stand- 
ard of giving, saying “we'll go 


over our goal in a way that will 
make us all very proud if each 
one of us will give the equiva- 
lent of two hours pay or give 
one-half of 1 per cent of annual 
income,

housewives who will participate 
in the door-to-door solicitation, 
Mrs. Robert Kaiser called for 
additional volunteers.

Eisenhower Appeals for Gener- 
ous Support of Drive. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower has ap- 
pealed for generous public sup- 
port of the Red Cross not only 
because of its material contribu- 
tions to humanity but because 
of its basic idea of “people help- 
ing people.” 

In a statement yesterday key- 
noting the annual Red Cross 
drive for funds, which was re- 
corded in advance on film for 
television or other use, the Pres- 
ident mentiohed all the tradi- 
tional aids furnished by the or- 
ganization for years, then em- 
phasized its blood program. 

He said the blood donated by 
the American people has saved 
not only the wounded on the bat- 
tlefields of World War II and 
Korea, but the sick and in- 
jured in more than 3000 hospi- 
tals here at hofne.

Balanced Lenten Menus 
Planned by Food Expert

A balanced diet is, of course, 
essential 365 days out of the 
year if we are to do everything 
in our power to protect the 
health of our families. But it is 
especially important during the 
weeks preceding Easter, since 
Lenten dishes tend to be high 
in protein and carbohydrate. 

In order to balance this extra 
intake of proteins and carbohy- 
drates, it is most important to 
include each day in Lenten 
menus plenty of milk, vegetables 
(especially green and yellow), 
fruits (one of which should be 
citrus), cereals, and whole wheat 
or enriched bread.

When 
water reboils, lower heat so 
water boils gently and begin 
counting time. eep covered. 
Boil tails one minute longer than 
their individual weight in ounces. 
For instance, boil a four-ounce 
tail five minutes.

To remove meat easily from 
shell, drain off hot water, drench 
with cold water.

A Piece of Dirty Business 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Is McCarthyism becoming — epi- 
demic? Through the ages, we have 
revered the rule that an accused 
person is presumed to be innocent 
until guilt is established by com- 
petent evidence. Have we shifted 
into reverse gear to say that one 
accused is regarded as guilty until 
innoeence is proved? 

Those queries are prompted by the 
raw deal which Chief Justice Warrén 
received from some members of the 
Senate subcommittee and others. It 
was one of the most shocking bits of 
dirty work I have ever known to be 
done in Washington. For example, 
counsel for the committee is quoted 
as saying that no effort was made to 
investigate the unevaluated allega- 
tions against Warren before making 
them public! Just where do we go 
from here?

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Confusion in Navy Oil 


Senator Hugh Butler's announcement two 
weeks ago that the Navy favored giving up its 
Alaska oil reserves has now unfolded into a 
stranger-than-fiction story of administrative con- 
fusion at Washington. Selwyn Pepper reported 
the facts in Sunday's Post-Dispatch. 

“The Navy has given up on it; they volun- 
teered to give it up.’ The Nebraska Senator thus 
announced that his proposal bore the Navy's 
official sanction. His support was & memofan- 
dum written by Assistant Navy Secretary Fogler. 

Now Secretary of the Navy Anderson says 
that he had not been consulted by Senator 


Butler or by anyone in his department before 


the Navy announced it would have no objection. 
He says he had no knowledge of Senator Butler’s 
proposal until he read it. in the newspapers. 

Secretary of the Interior McKay, to whose 
department the Navy reserve would be trans- 
ferred under the Butler proposal, says he had 
net been consulted by Senator Butler. In fact, 
Secretary McKay says he did not know the 
Navy had a big oil reserve in Alaska. 

Secretaries Anderson and McKay thus are 
left in the unenviable position of having to say 
publicly that they do not know what is going 
on in their departments, in a matter of the high- 
est policy. Their dilemma recalls the similar 
plight, a few weeks ago, of Secretary of Com- 
merce Weeks, who knew nothing about Admin- 
istration proposals of important changes in the 
labor laws. 

In the opinion of Secretary Anderson the 
Fogler memorandum does not mean what Sen- 
ator Butler says it means. It only says, aceording 
to the Secretary, “that if Congress and the 
White House decide to make a change, the 
Navy would be respotisive.” Secretary Anderson 
says that as far as he is concerned the Navy’s 
policy is the same as it has been for many years 
—to keep its oil reserves. 

Regardless of the merits in this controversy, 
one course of action certainly invites Secretary 
Anderson’s attention. As his fellow-Secretaries 
of Commerce, Labor—and the Army—have had 
occasion to do before him, he can with profit 
look into the question of the operation of his 
own department. 

The Senate Interior Committee reported out 
the Alaska statehood bill last week, and the 
issue of statehood is now up to the Senate. It 
would be well, therefore, for the question of the 
naval oil reserve to be clarified as expeditiously 
as possible, so that it will not complicate the 
subject of Alaskan statehood. 
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Mexico Outlaws a Party 

Mexico's edict outlawing the People’s party 
is an unhappy sign of political immaturity. 
While this party polled only 17 per cent of the 
votes in the last national elections, nevertheless 
it was the second party in a country dominated 
for many years by one, 

The Interior Ministry accuses the People’s 
party of “constant subversive agitation.” Riots 
and some shootings have been blamed on sup- 
porters of Gen. Miguel Henriquez Guzman. Yet 
no threat to internal stability serious enough to 
warrant a total ban has been disclosed. 

If suppression merely drives opposition under- 
ground, the ban will prove a worse mistake. For 
the dominant Revolutionary party has been 
secure in its control of government. And so 
far it can claim a long record of accomplishment 
toward national unity and democratic pro- 
cedure. One reason for this is that the Revolu- 
tionary party represents within itself the prin- 
cipal diverse interests of national life 

Progress should continue. Mexicans do not 
predict a real two-party system in the imme- 
diate future, but there was hope that political 
opposition would grow strong enough to keep 
the ruling party on its toes, at least. Good gov- 
ernment needs the challenge of criticism. 

Banning the largest opposition party may or 
may not improve law and order, but it will 
hardly advance the pledges of political freedom 
made by the party in power. 
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March’s Perversity 

Spring has been busting out all over—but not 
in a properly spring-like manner at all. There 
have, been tufts of white on the honeysuckles for 
longer than a week. The privet is well along. 
And there are little buds on other plants which 
Nature brought through the dry winter only 
to threaten with frost—or so it seemed Sunday. 

Those who stood in the chill wind to survey 
Forest Park from Art Hill saw a green-flecked 
landscape under a wintry sky. Indeed, Nature’s 
perverseness induced human perverseness, a 
fault-finding mood, a complaining mood. For 
example: Why are so many park guideposts turned 
away from the approaching driver, or placed so 
far up a side-road that they can only serve 
those who already know where they are going? 

Maybe other springs have crept up on us this 
way, but as any poet will testify, the manner 
Is not suitable. Spring should come with a 
sudden burst of sunshine and zephyrs. It should 
be a joyful, dramatic and utter routing of winter. 
Granted that the calendar fhsists that the time 
for this is not yet here, but then ‘there is all the 
more reason for protesting the false start. 

True, Monday’s sun banished the usual ice, 
snow and overcast from the opening of Mis- 
souri’s trout-fishing season. But is this not one 
more example of the weather's perversity? 
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Naguib Out, Naguib In 

Ousted on Thursday, Gen. Mohammed Naguib 
was restored to the Egyptian presidency on 
Saturday. After the weekend rioting, however, 
it is hard to believe éverything is as before. All 
the factors involved in the deposition and resto- 
ration are not likely to be revealed very soon— 
least of all what manner of compromise was 
reached between Naguib and Nasser, leader of 
the putsch and now accepted as Egypt's premier. 

But be the details what they may, Egypt's 
government now seéms more a matter of the 
strength of rival military groups and of wind- 
blown mob sentiment, and less a patriotic, dis- 
interested guiding of the country from Farouk’s 
corrupt monarchy to genuine democracy. Naguib 
,may still be faithful to the latter concept, but 
it has been weakened by the outburst of impa- 
tience and ambition. 

This ¢an only add to the difficulties assumed 
with the ouster of Farouk less than two years 
ago. The debris of corruption and incompetence 
he left behind could have been cleaned up in 
a hurry only by a Hercules. Then there are the 
external problems made pressing by Arab 
nationalism, espectally the continued hostility 
toward Israel and the nationalistic demand for 
British withdrawal from the Suez Canal area. 
Most important perhaps is the three-year “edu- 
cational program” to make possible the retire- 
ment of the military government and the 
introduction of full democracy. 

_ Unfortunately, years of halffreedom and 
political exploitation-have made many Egyptians 


quick to complain, but have not produced the 
patience essential to reform. 

Perhaps the government is back on ‘tus track. 
If 80, it needs patient support from both the 
civil population and the military. Without such 
reasonableness, Egyptians may find they have 
exchanged one dose of bad medicine for another 
—even if the new bottle is not labeled with a 
crown. 
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How Would Symington Have Voted? 

The people of Missouri have a right to ask 
Senator Symington to tell them, when he returns 
from his official Armed Services subcommittee 
inspection trip, how he would have voted on the 
George version of the Bricker amendment. So 
we said on this page Sunday. 


The desirability of knowing how Senator Sym- 
ington would have voted increases when it is 
realized that he might very probably have cast 
the deciding yote had the unrecorded five Sena- 
tors also participated. | ; 

The vote on the George proposal to limit the 
President’s constitutional treaty-making power 
was 60 to 31. By the thirty-first vote against 
it (that of Senator Kilgore of West Virginia), 
the proposal was Killed. 

Of the absent Senators, Republican Bridges 
of New Hampshire (who is tn Europe with 
Senator Symington) and Democrats McCarran 
of Nevada and Lennon of North Carolina would 
have voted for the George proposal, according 
to senatorial associates. That would have raised 
the favorable vote to 63. The fourth absentee, 
Democrat Murray of Montana, presumably would 
have opposed the amendment. Had Senator 
Murray been present and had he done so, the 
vote then would have been 63 for the George 
amendment to 32 against. 


Figuratively speaking, this is the point at 
which Senator Symington enters the chamber. 
Of the 96 Senators, 95 have voted. If he votes 
for the George amendment, its total is 64, just 
enough to carry it by the required two thirds. 
If he votes against it, the final roll call is 63 for 
to 33 opposed and the George version of the 
Bricker amendment to hamstring President Eis 
enhower fails through thé stand against it of 
Stuart Symington. 

Missouri's junior Senator can be expected to 
be asked this question when he gets back to 
Washington, that is, if he does not volunteer 
the answer meantime from overseas. Senator 
Hennings’s leadership of the battle against any 
and all compromises on this issue only points up 
the fact that Missourians do not know where 
Senator Symington stands. 
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Here We Are Again 


A sorry parallel between ancient history of 
the MacArthur Bridge and present history of 
expressways was drawn in Sunday’s Post- 
Dispatch news columns. 

St. Louisans had to wait 11 long years be- 
tween the time they voted bonds for the bridge 
until they could use it for traffic. There were 
delays over picking a location, delays over 
choosing approach routes, delays over this and 
that. For years it bridged the river but lacked 
access on both sides. 

Now it has been 25 years since plans were 
made for the central or Daniel Boone Express- 
way. Yet that highway still dead-ends at Brent- 
wood boulevard. Nearly everybody agrees that 
the area gravely needs expressways, but nobody 
seems to want one near his property, 

The MacArthur Bridge struggle should have 
proved that it is ridiculous to let local or indi- 
vidual partisanship smother plain public interest, 
but here we are again. 

These parallels in civic frustration ought to 
drive home the need for prompt agreement on a 
central expressway. 
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How Many Is ‘Integral’? 

Housing Administrator Albert M. Cole owes 
the country a more specific definition of his 
‘new look” attitude on public housing. 

In St. Louis Wednesday, the former Kansas 
Congressman, who was a leading opponent of 
public hoysing before President Eisenhower 
appointed him to his present post, talked about 
his hope that 40-year mortgages and the “urban 
renewal” program would reduce the need for 
public housing. Until that happens, he went on, 
the program is necessary, and “it is therefore an 
integral part of the Administration’s housing 
program, and I intend to support it to the best 
of my ability.” 

What is missing from this statement is any 
clue as to how many public housing units Mr. 
Cole favors as an “integral part” of the pro- 
gram. Is he for 35,000 a year, as sugg@ by 
President Eisenhower? Or is he for 135, * 
year, as originally contemplated by the Housing 
Act of 1949, which Congress has never yet per- 
mitted to come into full operation? Or is Mr. 
Cole for 20,000 a year, as he was last year after 
Congress had reduced the President's recom- 
mendation to that level? é 

Mr, Cole is entitled to full credit, as we have 
previously noted, for changing his views on 
public housing once he began to understand the 
real needa which the program seeks to meet. 
But if he now appreciates a need which he 
once denied, surely he must have some idea of 
how great the need is, and<how large a public 
housing program it would take to meet it. Un- 
less he commits himself on this vital point, and 
gives reasons to support his conclusions, Mr. 
Cole will be rightly suspected of a rather woolly 
vagueness on the subject. 
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Where Mayor Tucker Can Help 

Would St. Louis parents like to help their chil- 
dren to improved dental health, with up to 40 
per cent less tooth decay than at present? If 
the answer is Yes, they ought to see that the 
City Administration exerts all its influence to 
move the fluoridation bills through the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Fluoridation is the cheapest, safest, most prac- 
tical and effective method of -attacking dental 
decay in children. As a committee of St, Louis’s 
leading physicians and dentists told Mayor 
Tucker when he asked for advice, there is no 
valid scientific argument against it. On the 
strength of that report and the Mayor's evident 


» enthusiasm, bills that would permit the city to 


fluoridate its water supply were introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen last Oct. 2. 
Since then, they have merely gathered dust in 
Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg’s committee on 
, Public utilities, He did the same thing with a 
- similar measure a year ago, although in that case 
he showed the people the courtesy of calling a 
public hearing. Now he hasn't even done that. 
The current aldermanic session will die in 
less than six weeks, and the fluoridation bills 
will die with it unless Mr. Tucker can persuade 
Mr. Ziegenbalg to see reason. Fluoridation will 
have an immediate beneficial effect on the city’s 
children; that is reason enough to make it a 
reality in &. Louis. .

The Berlin conference, when taken 
in its fuller context of the power 
struggle we call “the cold war,” was, 
I think, not the failure it is generally 
regarded as being, but rather a success. 

The true function of the conference, 
the first of its kind in a long time, was 
to reduce, not to increase, the likeli- 
hood of World War III. Technically, 
the men at Berlin disagreed on more 
subjects than they agreed upon, How- 
ever, it would be more accurate to say 
that they agreed to 
disagree because 
agreements would 
have increased, not 
reduced, the dan- 
gers of another 
war. a 
For example, 
their theoretical 
purpose was to 
achieve the release 
of Germany and 
Austria from the 
military occupation 
which persists to 
this day as a sort 
of residual agecy 
of World War II. It . 
would be a good thing indeed had it 
been possible for the Berlin confer- 
ence to liberate those two countries 
under conditions which would have 
abetted the general peace. 


However, the fact is that a release 
of those two countries under any pres- 
ently possible circumstances would 
have increased the reasons why some 
countries fear other countries; and fear 
is the principal cause of war danger.

More Safety in Division 


It is hard on Germany and Austria 
that they must pay the principal price 
for averting an increase in world ten- 
sions. But the most basic power fact 
in the world today is that the exist- 
ing boundary between the power orbits 
of East and West is less dangerous than 
any other boundaries which might in 
theory have been drawn at Berlin. 


It would follow from the above that 
the Foreign Ministers at Berlin aided 
the cause of peace by agreeing to con- 
tinue the present boundary line as be- 
ing the lesser evil, rather than by agree- 
ing to strike out in dangerous direc- 
tions by attempting other boundaries. 


In brief, the Foreign Ministers con- 
cluded, probably wisely and rightly, 
that it is safer under present circum- 
stances to perpetuate the present divi- 
sion of Germany than it would have 
been to let Germany go free. 

It is safer because there is no sure 
way of releasing Germany that does not 
change the balance of power. 


The First Task for Peace 


Foreign Ministers have discovered a 
clearer sense of the order in which 
building peace must be approached. 

The first task is not the release of 
Germany, but rather the settlement of 
the last remaining hot war in the world, 
the war in Indochina. 


Se long as the Indochina war con- 
tinues a prudent military high com- 
mand on either side must reckon with 
the possible extension of that war. 


The Foreign Ministers, therefore, put 
first things first when they put aside 
the subject of Germany, and its sub- 
ordinate corollary of Austria, and de- 
cided to hold another conference de- 
voted exclusively to the liquidation of 
the hot war in Indochina and to an im- 
provement in the truce in Korea. 


Hopes for a Settlement 


If and when those two situations can 
be reduced to less dangerous and 
threatening proportion, then the battle 
line of the power struggle will take 
on the character of an unbroken truce 
line. At such a time the loss of mili- 
tary positions will not be so disturbing 
to soldiers as it would be today. 


Also, if the truce is universal, rather 
than incomplete as it is today, the sub- 
ject of reduction of armaments will 
enter into the realm of the conceivable. 


Berlin es that the great powers 
are unwilling to release Germany in 
a world which is armed to the teeth, 
which is plagued by one actual war 
and by another only recently converted 
into a precarious truce. 

But Berlin also contains the hopeful 

of a settlement of the condi- 
tions which presently make the release 
of Germany unwise in the eyes of all 
concerned, for the truth of the matter 
is that the Western diplomats at Berlin 
were no more eager to reléase Germany 
now than were the Soviet leaders.

And how does a people pre- 
serve its peace and liberties 
against such an assault? By real- 
izing that his strength with the 
people is a product of their fears. 
They are afraid of the cold war, 
which is indeed a momentous 
and dangerous thing, but never 
to be mastered except by men 
who, knowing the danger, have 
mastered their fears. 

But the people are becoming 
afraid not only of the cold war 
and not only of McCarthy’s ex- 
ploitation of their fears of the 
cold war. Our people are béing 
made afraid of McCarthy him- 
self, and in such a fear there 
are the seeds of totalitarianism. 


Appeased by President. 


This is the totalitarianism of 
the man: his cold, calculated, 
sustained and ruthless effort to 
make himself feared. That is 
why he has been staging a series

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Dangers of Abuse 
Of Boxing Officials. 
UCH was made of the sus- 
pension of two California 
boxing officials after they 

decided in favor of Art Ara- 
gon in a recent bout with 
Chuck Davey. Mushy Callahan, 
the referee, and Joe Stone, a 
judge, were set down imme- 
diately at the conclusion for 
what the chairman of the com- 
mission called “the worst deci- 
sion I have ever seen.” 

Now the «same commission 
reinstates the two men after a 
hearing with a statement in- 
cluding the following resolu- 
tion it adopted: 

“Based on the past records 
of Referee Callahan and Judge 
Stone over a period of years 
for experience, honesty, integ- 
rity and ability, be it resolved 
that (they) be absolved of the 
charge of violation of pro box- 
ing rules.” 

But the statement concluded 
that the judgment of the two 
officials was faulty. 

Maybe the latter was true. 
Highlights of the bout were 
shown over KSD-TV Thurs- 
day, but there was not enough 
of the contest shown to form 
any judgment. 

The point is that when a 
commission joins in condem- 
nation of its own appointed 
officials it is treading on dan- 
gerous ground. 

What if the baseball com- 
missioner or the president of 
each major league would sus- 
pend an umpire every time 
there is a public outcry against 
a decision? How long could 
you expect to have courageous 
umpiring? 

How long do commissions ex- 
pect to have independent and 
courageous boxing decisions 
when they bow to the whims 
of boxing spectators over & 
decision? 

The California commission 
gaid that it was tired of deci- 
sions showing a lack of uni- 

ormity. 

: And if you saw the Johnny 

Bratton-Johnny Saxton bout at 

Philadelphia, you heard the 

unanimous decision, 9 to 1, by 

each official. That should have 
been satisfactory, and perhaps 
it was correct. 

But don’t you think that of- 
ficials, in self protection, will 
arrange some system by which 
the three of them will be fair- 
ly close together in their ver- 

| dicts if the present trend con- 
| tinues? 

Over the years, boxing fans 
have asked innumerable times 

'4f judges didn’t have pre-ar- 
ranged signals at the end of 
each round so that their scor- 

| dng could be made known to 
each other. 

So far as has ever been 
learned, they have not had any 
‘ signals although many, many 
’ times the cards of the judges, 

and the referee, have been 
very close together. It was, 
| and still is seldom that you see 

a great spread. Sometimes you 

do, and that seems to occur 

when one official either takes 

a strong dislike to something 

a boxer is not doing or has a 

strong admiration for some- 

thing he is doing. 

You can’t wash the human 
element out of the picture. 


Boxers as Referees. 


T has long been known that 
|; good boxer seldom makes 
a goog referee. There are 
exceptions, of course, but on 
| the whole, topnotch boxers are 
not good referees. They tend 
| to favor too much the boxer 
who approximates their own 
| style. 
Walter Johnson, as a base- 
| ball manager, was frequently 
criticized by pitchers working 
' for him because he insisted 
| they throw their fast ball too 
often. Johnson thought there 
was nothing like the fast ball, 
which was true if it was John- 
son’s but if it was someone’s 
else without that zip, it wasn’t 
too effective. 

So with the boxing official. 
One who worships at the 
shrine of the sock, or the 
clever defense may prove 
faulty in his judgments. 

An official who approaches 
his task with a mind clear of 
prejudices against one style 
or other will do.a better job. 

But if he is to be expected 
to do.that better job, time 
after time, he will have to get 
the solid backing of the com- 
missions which appoint him. 

Nobody can do a task cor- 
rectly or even approximately 
correctly if he’s trying to 
think all the time of what his 
boss will think about if he 
exercises his independent 

udgment.

NEW YORK, March 1 (UP)— 
All-conquering Kentucky, the 
only major unbeaten basketball 
team in the nation, hopes to 
complete its perfect season to- 
night with a victory over Ala- 
bama as the college court sport 
heads into the last week of the 
regular season, 


The “week of decision” for 
the collegians began yesterday 
with Holy Cross, Bowling Green 
and Connecticut each accepting 
post-season tournament bids, 
and the emphasis from now on 
will be on those tourney berths. 

But for tonight the spotlight 
is squarely on Kentucky, which 
has emerged from a year’s sus- 
pension for recruiting activities 
to win all 23 games it has played 
thus far. A victory tonight over 
Alabama at the Crimson Tide’s 
court in Tuscaloosa, Ala., would 
make Coach Adolph Rupp’s 
Wildcats the first team to go un- 
beaten through a season of 20 
or more games since Long Is- 
land University had a 22-0 mark 
in 1938-39. 

A victory—confidently ex- 
pected since Alabama has lost 
seven games thus far—also 
would clinch for Kentucky at 
least a tie for the Southeastern 
Conference championship, the 
crown that must be won before 
the Wildcats can get that sought- 
after berth in the N.C.A.A. tour- 
nament.

IN 1920, AS HE began to slow up, White decided that 
no one man was smart enough to know what to do with 
the great wealth he,had accumulated. The wise expendi- 
ture of millions, as he saw it, was a chore for many minds, 
not one. So he wrote a will in which he left $5,060,000 
to the city of Boston for civic improvements, stipulating 
only that it be spent as a fair-minded committee might 
recommend. 

Simultaneously, he set up a substantial “Humanitarian 
Fund” to be administered as the officials and directors of 
his corporation saw fit. 

In 1922, while on his deathbed, he called these men 
into session and gave them their final instructions. Starting 
with the day of his death, the Cuticura Corp. was to turn 
over two dollars out of every three dollars it earned to 
the Humanitarian Fund.

In 1952, as per White's instructions, the concern finally 
let the facts be known, and it was then that William C. 
Hamilton, its vice president, said, “The more we gave away, 
the more our company prospered. Even if it were possible, 
Cuticura wouldn’t change its policy of giving away two- 
thirds of its profits to charity.”

old, who echo the words without having any idea 
what the words really mean—if they mean anything.

Scientists have analyzed love in innumerable ways 
and none of the analyses covers the entire ground satis- 
factorily. One of the most recentwattempts is that of 
gynecologist Anna K. Daniels in her new book, “The 
Mature Woman” (N. Y., Prentice-Hall, 1953, $3.95). There 
are five basic kinds of “attitudes” of love, says Dr. Dan- 
fels: 1. The romantic. 2. The physical, 3. The procrea- 
tive. 4. The spiritual. 5. The realistic.

LET’S LOOK AT EACH of them for a moment. No. 1, 
the romantic, is “the story-book, fairy-tale attitude” which 
has little or no relation to real life. Yet it’s what most 
of the people are seeking when all that they ask is love.

HE son of Mrs. C. B, Roueche 
of Kansas City, Mo., Roueche 
thought as a young man 
that he would like to be a 
doctor, but at the University of 
Missouri he wound up ‘in the 
School of Journalism. Upon 
graduation =. went to work for 
the Kansas City Star, worked 
briefly for the Globe-Democrat 
in St. Louis and in 1942 joined 
the staff of the Post-Dispatch, 


where to his delight he was put 
to covering assignments in the 
medical field. 

While in New York in 1944 
he dropped in at the offices of 
the New Yorker in an attempt 
to peddle some articles he had 
written in the particular style 
of that magazine and to his 
surprise was offered a job. 

With the background of his 
medical reporting in St: Louis, 
Roueche continued his interest 
in medical stories. His first 
magazine piece along this line, 
“The Alerting of Mr. Pome- 
rantz,” marked the establish- 
ment of a special department in 
the New Yorker called “Annals 
of Medicine.” So far Roueche 
has been the only contributor to 
the department. 


“The Alerting of Mr. Pome- 
rantz,” which is included in the 
new book, is the story of how an 
insect exterminator put medical 
investigators on the trail of the 
first known case in medical his- 
tory of rickettsialpox, a disease 
bearing a resemblance to Rocky 
Mountain fever. 

“Funny thing,” Roueche 
laughs, “by the time I get 
through writing a piece about 
some disease, I’m sure I’ve got 
it. I've been convinced at one 
time or another that I’ve had 
touches of all the diseases I’ve 
ever written about.”

LTHOUGH he spends most 
A of his time at his Long Island 

retreat, where he lives with 
his wife, the former Katherine 
Eisenhower — she’s the only 
daughter of Arthur B., Kansas 
City banker and businessman 
and eldest brother of the Presi- 
dent—and hig 1l-year-old son, 
Bradford, Roueche makes 
the journey into New York once 
every two weeks to check in at 
his office at the New Yorker and 
perhaps do some research at the 
Library of the Academy of Med- 
icine on 103rd street.

I’d 
rather just look out of the win- 
dow at the ocean which is only 
a short distance away from my 
desk, or be out there scooping 
up scallops or digging clams or 
just lying on the beach. Or lis- 
tening to my collection of jazz 
records or practicing on my 
trombone.” 

Although Roueche sometimes 
relaxes his efforts at self-dis- 
cipline, he not only manages to 
keep up his output for the New 
Yorker but in the last few 
months has completed another 
book. Tentatively titled “The 
Last Enemy,” it is what Roueche 
calls “in the thriller class” and 
will be published this Spring. 


Fix It Yourself

HEN people go out to buy 

paint for a room in their 

home they usually select 
one that has a pleasant color, 
which is exactly the way it 
should be. 

On the other hand, paint can 
do a lot more for you and your 
house than just provide a note 
of color if you use it correctly. 
For example, if the windows and 
doors in a certain room are too 
big or too ugly you can make 
them a good deal less conspicu- 
ous by painting the trim around 
them the same color as the walls. 


The same holds true of a fire- 
place and even a radiator. If, 
on the other hand, the windows 
happen to be attractive and 
you'd like to take people’s atten- 
tion away from some other fea- 
ture of the room, paint the trim 
around the windows a different 
color than the walls. 


Lots of people select a paint 
that will go well with certain 
pieces of attractive furniture, 
forgetting that it can be equally 
useful in making unattractive 
furniture less conspicuous. If 
you have a large couch or other 
bulk piece of furniture that 
seems to take up too much space, 
try painting the walls around it 
the same color as the finish or 
fabric. You'll find that this will 
decrease the size of the piece 
considerably. 


And now that paints are so 
easy to apply, it’s often a_ lot 
easier less expensive to 
paint a room than to make a 
new slip cover for a large piece 
of furniture. Also remember 
now that summer is coming that 
you can make a room feel a good 
deal more cooler just by giving 
it a cool fiinsh such as blue or 


green.. 


For the most satisfactory serv- 
ice from a clothes dryer, Mis- 
souri University home econo- 
mists recommend that home- 
makers observe these four sug- 
gestions.

Facts on Gray Hair 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


“There is a sinking of the soul, 

A sudden shock of age and care; 
As one who in a mirror sees 

The first gray streaking of his hair.” 


1864. Newell’s feelings may be shared by some of you. 

But I think gray or white hair graces its owner and 
adds distinction to the appearance. It certainly isn’t a 
sign of old age. Too many young people now have gray 
or even white hair for this old idea to be true. Though 
I know it isn’t a sign of extra intelligence, either, the 
gray or white hair gives that impression. 

Just why. hair grays is not yet known. The scientists 
understand what happens to the hair shaft as it loses 
color. Your hair, if enlarged under a microscope, appears 
like a hollow reed containing tiny granules of pigment in 
the center. As this pigment disappears the hair appears 
first gray and then white. 

” 2 >} 

I HAVE NEVER talked with anyone whose hair turned 
white overnight. It’s a common legend ‘but I doubt its 
reality. 

To restore really natural hair color, pigment or col- 
ored granules of some sort would have to return to each 
hair. This can’t yet be done. 

A couple of chemicals important in nutrition were 
publicized several years ago as able to restore natural hair 
color. But careful tests with them for eight months 
didn’t darken hair in either graying youngsters or oldsters. 

Sometime in the future, when our knowledge becomes 
greater regarding matters of nutrition and normal cell 
requirements, there might be a way to restore the natural 
brown or black pigment to gray hair. Such may be pos- 
sible but I doubt it.

GRAY OR WHITE HAIR can be dyed. It seems sort 
of silly, because so many people regard jgray and white 
hair as becoming in appearance, even Alattering. 

Some hair dyes give fantastic coloring under daylight or 
fluorescent lighting. Who wants to wear purple, blue, or 
blue-black hair—which is the daylight effect of certain 
dyes? 

Most of the newer hair dyes are perfectly harmless 
for most people to use. The manufacturers take great 
pains now to avoid irritating material. A few people are 
sensitive to certain organic dyes. 

The only sure way of finding out whether.any dye 
you use—if you must use one—is safe is to try a little 
dye on your skin before applying it to your whole scalp. 
If it doesn’t cause a skin rash or other reaction in a day 
or two, its probably safe enough for you to use. 

A few people become sentitized to certain dyes after 
using them. That is, nothing happens after the first ap- 
plication. The rash or other reaction comes on after the 
second or third application. This sort of delayed rash 
is rare. It’s usually temporary if that dye isn’t used again.

Chaplain to Teen-Agers in Trouble 


The Rev. J. Albert Dalton Enjoys Role as rem Rider’ to Tenge’ | in City Institutions

VERY Sunday morning, the 

Rev. J. Albert Dalton sets 

out, like many another min- 
ister, to deliver a sermon. By 
the time he returns home at 
noon, he has completed a 70- 
mile circuit and participated in 
four services. At 8 a.m. he is 
at Bellefontaine Farms institu- 
tion for teen-age boys, at 8:45 at 
the State Training School, at 
10 at Meramec Hills girls’ insti- 
tution, and at 11 at whatever 
church may have invited him as 
guest speaker. 

This hard-working routine is 
fairly typical of the Rev. Mr. 
Dalton’s existence, for, while he 
has been in St. Louis just six 
months, he has become one of 
this area’s most energetic help- 
ers of young people in trouble.

The Rev. Mr. Dalton’s job is 
part of a project of the Metro- 
politan Church Federation, in 
which five Protestant chaplains 
work with city institutions. Be- 
sides the Rev. Mr. Dalton, an 
Episcopalian who is sponsored 
by the City Mission office, 
Bishop Tuttle Memorial, Christ 
Church Cathedral, of which he 
is executive director, there are 
Dr. and Mrs. William Rogers, 
City Hospital chaplain and his 
wife of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church, the Rev. Guy 
Outlaw at Homer Phillips Hospi- 
tal, sponsored by Ladue Chapel, 
and the Rev. David Voorhees, 
Lutheran, at Koch Hospital. 

Each of these chaplains works 
in a designated area. The Rev. 
Mr. Dalton’s hapj‘ ns to be the 
juvenile field, and he is proof 
that while many people talk 
about juvenile delinquency, 
some work hard at doing some- 
thing about it. 

His contact with youngsters 
in trouble begins at the juvenile 
court, where he spend every 
Tuesday and Thursday morning, 
talking to all Protestant young- 
sters who are brought in.

“Unless we help them 
acquire an active normal life, 
the institutions will just be do- 
ing a kind of ambulance job.”

Dalton, seems to be “too indi- 
vidual” to make for generaliza- 
tions about juvenile delinquency 
or the causes for mounting de- 
linquency in the city area.

worked with is a family prob- 
lem,” he says. “Most delin- 
quency starts with a breakdown 
in the home. 

“I’ve found, too, among these 
young people a real concern 
about their homes, an anxiety 
about them. Many times it be- 
comes my duty to visit the par- 
ents so I can go back and re- 
port to the children and relieve 
their minds that things are not 
quite as bad,as they've been 
imagining. Often, it seems to 
me that the. children worry 


about the parents more than the 
parents worry about the chil- 
dren.”’ 

Looking on his job as “pri- 
marily a pastoral mission,” he 
finds that religious problems 
often are a concern of the de- 
linquent teen-ager.

FTEN they have had re- 
() ligious backgrounds but fre- 
quently the religion has been 
one of fear and threats rather 
than reassurance and strength. 

“My problem is not so much 
teaching the Bible,” he says, “as 
straightening them out so that 
it becomes a source of help.”

How It Started

“Inquire,” “Inquisitive,” 
“Inquisition.” 


" HESE words present some- 
T thing of asermon on modera- 

tion. It seems a far cry from 
the innocuous “inquiry” to an 
“inquisition” in the acquired 
sense of this word, yet they 
share a common origin. 


We have “inquire” from the 
Old English “‘enqueren,” out of 
the Latin “inquirere.” This is 
composed of the prefix plus 
“quaerere,” to seek. Apd that 
has been the significance of this 
word as far back as we can 
find it—simply to seek. 


From the same source came 
“inquisitive,” originally - desig- 
nating one with an inquiring 
mind, one disposed to investi- 
gate. The sense of meddling 
curiosity, of prying, is to be 
charged less to the word than 
to what we human beings have 
made of it! 


From the same root, again, as 
‘inquire,” but with a noun end- 
ing, comes “inquisition.” Etymo- 
logically, this should connote no 
more than an inquiry, a seeking 
for information; indeed, in the 
lexicon of law it has this sig- 
nificance of a judicial examina- 
tion. However, we are all famil- 
iar with the grim extremes 
which this word has come to 
suggest. 


Considering that the spirit of 
inquiry is a good thing, are 
these words then not an elo- 
quent reminder that there can 
be too much of a good thing?

The Rev. Mr. Dalton, his wife, 
Mary, who is the daughter of a 
Presbyterian minister and also 
did some mission work in Cin- 
cinnati, and their four daugh- 
ters, Beth, 6, Margaret, 4, De- 
linda, 2, and Barbara, eight 
months, are living in St. Charles 
temporarily but expect to move 
to Webster Groves soon. But it 
is as a “downtown pastor” trying 
to help meet the needs of people 
in the downtown areas, that he 
hopes to continue his work. 


He feels he has not been here 
long enough to give advice or 
draw conclusions concerning ju- 
venile delinquency in St. Louis, 
but is of the opinion that “a 
great deal of prevention work 
is done by probation officers, 
much more than most people 
realize,” and that “there are 
wonderful examples of meeting 
neighborhood needs in the down- 
town area but they are spotty 
and should be greatly enlarged.”

On the surface North's series 
of responses looks inconsistent; 
he apparently bid weakly, then 
a little stronger, then all out, 
Actually, however, there was 
great logic in each and every 
one of his bids. Let’s analyze: 

Over the one spade, North 
might have bid two diamonds, 
since he had,the bare require- 
ments, academically speaking. 
However, his hand was very thin 
for this two-over-one response, 
and it is usually wise to be 
conservative on this round. The 
best reasoning is that if partner 
cannot bid again over one no- 
trump, nothing important will 
be lost. 

When South did in fact bid 
two hearts, however, North's 
holding was obviously worth a 
“positive” rebid, and since a re- 
turn to South's first-bid suit, 
spades, would have been non- 
committal at best and distribu- 
tionally unwise in the bargain, 
North implied his minor-suit 
values by repeating the no- 
trump. 


South's three-diamond bid 
changed North's hand from A 
to Z, and what had been origi- 
nally a so-so holding now be- 
came extremely powerful. The 
main thing was that in the light 
of South's. bidding of three suits, 
North knew that he did not 
have to worry about club con- 
trol. The fact that North 
had nothing of great value 
in clubs made his other assets 
all the more usable, and so, 
sensing (what was true) that 
South himself had probably bid 
his hand to the limit, North 
took the responsibility of bid- 
ding the slam rather than mere- 
ly inviting it.

(Later we were forced to put 
that fragile thing through some 
extremely -rough water. The 
boat behaved oddly. If a wave 
smacked it on the bow, instead 
of being knocked backward or 
battering its way forward, it 
just folded: back somewhat like 
Rodie’s shoes. If currents caught 
it bow and.stern, the boat just 
formed a shallow 8 and went 
ahead.
